An Act further to amend the Indian Medical Council Act , 1956 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:

no effect, as the case may be; so , however, that any such modi 
fication or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity 
of anything previously done under that rule ." .
